Majority Floor Leader in 
State Senate Seeks to Re- 
move Doubts as to Com- 
mission’s Authority.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 1.—/ 


Senator Frank P. Briggs of Macon, 
majority floor leader, today intro- 


duced a bill framed to leave little | 


if any question about the complete 
powers of the State Conservation 
Commission to control every detail 


of hunting and fishing in Missouri. 

Briggs’ bill, repealing all of the 
present fish and game laws, re-en- 
acts the penalty section, which ‘Sen- 
ator William M. Quinn of Lewis 
County proposed to repeal in a bill 
which has been reported out of the 
Fish and Came Committee and 
which is on the perfection calendar 
in the Senate. The Quinn bill, al- 
though it received a favorable re- 
port from the committee, has been 
considered virtually dead. 

Briggs said today that he did not 
know that any new legislation was 
necessary, but that his bill, if 
passed, would remove any doubts. 
It makes the violation of any regu- 
lation of the commission a misde- 
meanor punishable by a fine of not 
to exceed $500 and imprisonment 
for not to exceed one year, or both. 

The commission is directed in the 
bill to file its regulations and any 
new regulations in each county and 
publish them in a newspaper in 
each county 30 days before they 
become effective. It is given spe- 
cific power to regulate fishing and 
hunting throughout the State, or in 
any part of the State, making cer- 
tain that it can close specific 
streams to fishing if it desires, or 
limit hunting territory. 

The commission has not asked 
for legislation this year, holding 
that under decisions of the Su- 
preme Court the present laws are 
sufficient, but some attorneys have 
expressed doubt that the opinion 
goes as far as the commission be- 
lieves. 

Briggs said that the question of 
whether the commission had the 
power to fix license fees remained 
uncertain in his mind. It is not 
given that power in the bill he in- 
troduced, but, he said, if it ap- 
peared to be necessary, the Dill 
could be amended in the commit- 
tee or on the floor of the Senate.

GAS HELMET ‘TOYS’ 


Distribution of 1,200,000 
- Proposed to Protect Infants 
Below Two Years Old.

LONDON, March 1. — Britain’s 


air raid precautions organization 
today prepared for distribution of 
1,200,000 free gas ‘helmet “toys” to 
British infants as war-time protec- 


tion against gas attacks. 

The organization’s headquarters 
said the distribution would start 
in three weeks and urged that par 
ents teach babies to treat the hel- 
mets as toys until they reach the 
age of two, when they will be old 
enough for gas masks.

The Most Rev. Nicholas J. Kedrov 
Accused of Testifying Falsely 
at Deportation Hearing.

NEW. YORK, March 1.—The Most 
Rev. Nicholas John Kedrov, %6 
years old, Archbishop of the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Greek Catholic 
Church in North America and the 
Aleutian Islands, was indicted yes- 
terday by a Federal grand jury. 

He was charged with perjury and 
conspiracy to represent falsely at 
a deportation hearing for Michael 
P. Kosolapov, a native of Russia, 
that Kosolapov was born in Sitka, 
Alaska. 

Conviction carries a maximum 
penalty of imprisonment for seven 
years and a $12,000 fine. 


‘Feeling Is Prevalent Thit Agencies 
Undermine Character, Pro- 
fessor Says. 

CLEVELAND, March 1-—Francis 
T. Spaulding, a Harvard professor 
of education, said yesterday school 
‘principals_in aii” sections of the 
country believe the WPA, NYA and 
CCC have bad effects on the charac- 
ter of American youth. 

His paper on educational prob- 
lems was based on opinions from 
1990 secondary school principals in 
48 states and was presented before 
the department of secondary school 
principals of the National Educa- 
tion Association.

GOERING CALLS 
AIRFORCE “TERROR 
OF OUR ENEMIES 


He Asserts He Is Determined 
ft Will Continue to Play 
Important Role in World 
Politics. 


REAL BUILDER OF 
GREATER GERMANY 


He Doubts Austria and Su- 
detenland Could Have 


Plane Armada. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 1.—Field Mar- 
shal Hermann Wilhelm Goering an- 
nounced his determination today to 
“maintain Germany’s leading posi- 
tion among the world’s miltiary and 
aviation forces” and said that posi- 
tion “will continue to play an im- 
portant role in world politics.” 
The Field Marshal, who also is 
Air Minister, broadcast a 20-minute 
address opening the fourth annual 
observance of “the day of the Ger- 


man air force.” He appealed to 
German youths to join the ranks of 
military aviation, asserted that “the 
German airforce is the terror of our 
enemies and we are determined to 
keep it that way,” and declared 
that the international political sit- 
vation “continues to be full of ten- 
sion, stirred by international 
Jewry.” 

He expressed doubt whether 
greater Germany, including Austria 
and Sudetenland, could have been 
erected without the air force and 
promised that an officer’s career in 
aviation was open to anybody. 

Open Only to Volunteers. 
“Courage and not knowledge 
alone is a decisive factor,” Goering 
continued. “The ranks of the air 
force are open only to volunteers, 
and there are plenty of them.” 

He described his men as the “elite 
of the nation” and exhorted parents 
“not to be timid” about permitting 
their sons to join. 
His determination to build up the 
aviation force, he said, was based 
on the “armament fear” which 
“gripped many great democracies” 
and which “makes it necessary for 
us to proceed with the steady im- 
provement of this weapon.” 
“I believe in the victory of our 
youth,” he went on. “I believe in 
the invincibility of our German air 
force.” 

Air Defense Zone.in West. 

The Essen newspaper National 
Zeitung, which is close to the Field 
Marshal, said today that “several 
hundreds of thousands of workers” 
were employed in “several tremen- 
dous” German airplane plants. 

The paper also reported that a 
“fully developed air defense zone” 
37 miles deep had been created be- 
hind the Reich’s western fortifica- 
tions during the September, 1938, 
crisis which led to the dismember- 
ment of Czecho-Slovakia. 

The National-Zeitung said that 
Germany's “unparalleled air de- 
'fense development” enabled the 
Nazis last year to assign anti-air- 
craft detachments to each of the 
96 mobilized German divisions, to 
build an air defense — blockade 
around Czecho-Slovakia, and to 
protect all important points with- 
in Germany. 

“Never Equaled Before.” 

The western air defense zone, 
with light and heavy anti-aircraft 
guns placed on a stagger system so 
that their effectiveness overlapped, 
was recently described in the au- 
thoritative army magazine as a 
“barricaded area in the air of a 
strength and scope never equaled 
before.” 

The Essen newspaper continued: 

“The aviation industry, which 
was built,up in an extremely short 
time, the great reinforcement of 
resources in materials of the Ger- 
man air factories, wnich in a few 
years increased in number of work- 
ers from 4500 in 1933 to several 
hundreds of thousands, surpass for- 
eign industries not only because of 
_ the existence of several tremendous 
| plants—the Junkers works is by 
|far the greatest aviation plant in 
the world—and also because of up- 
to-date equipment, but also much 
more because of unified direction 
and thorough welding together into 
one gigantic organization.” 


Hitler and Mussolini Reported Ar- 
ranging Meeting. 
By the Agr-ociated Press. 

ROME, March 1.—Fascist circles 
reported today that Premier Musso- 
lini and Fuehrer Hitler might meet 
soon in a Northern Italian city to 
discuss the future operation of. their 
Rome-Berlin axis. 

Confirmation of the reports was 
lacking, but it was pointed out that 
announcement of such a meeting 
would come only after prepara- 
tions were well developed. 

Significance was attached to the 
presence in Rome of Gen. Wolff, 
Hitler's first adjutant. It was be- 
lieved he might have come to ar- 
range a meeting between the- two 
dictators. Political circles said the 
conference would be a logical step, 
in view of their apparent determina- 
tion to press for recognition of 
their colonial claims. 

Diplomats have expected the axis 
to apply pressure for colonial rec- 
ognition as soon as the Spanish 
civil war is concluded, an event 
which seems near. 

Mussolini exhorted his subordi- 


nate chiefs today to ever more in- 


tensive military preparation “for 
the Fascist people.” 

He said that such preparedness 
was a guarantee of Italy’s defense 
against plans of anti-Fascist 
throughout the world to encircle 
authoritarian states. 

Mussolini addressed the recently 
reorganized directorate of the Fas- 
cist party in his offices. 

Military preparedness and “ever 
higher social justice,” he said, were 
two slogans of Italy as Fascism 
approached its twentieth anniver- 
sary.

Drivers Extended to Them Where 
Vans Are Run for Hire. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—A 
basic work week of 60 hours went 
into effect today for thousands of 
truck drivers. Interstate Com- 
merce Commission regulations, in 
effect since October for interstate 
bus drivers, were extended to 
trucks operated for hire across 
state lines. They do not apply to 
trucks operated by companies in 
the conduct of their own business. 

Drivers affected are forbidden 
generally to remain on duty for 
more than 60 hours in any week. 
An exception allows carriers oper- 
ating a vehicle every day of the 
week to permit a driver to remain 
on duty for 70 hours in any period 
of 192 consecutive hours (eight 
days). 

With certain exceptions intended 
to give the regulations necessary 
flexibility, a driver must not work 


more than 10 hours in any 24-hour 


period, unless he has been off duty) 


eight consecutive hours during the 
period.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—Leg- 
isiation for an expanded public 
health program was introduced 
yesterday by Senator Wagner 
(Dem.), New York. 

His National Health Bill calls 
for a Federal outlay of $80,000,000 
the first year, increasing to more 
than $250,000,000 annually within 


three years. 

Wagner said the funds would go 
to states as grants for expanding 
public health work, child and ma- 
ternity care, construction of hospi- 
tals, medical care, and temporary 
and permanent wage payments for 
workers disabled by sickness and 
disease. 

Wagner said disease and lack of 
medical care now cost the nation 
about $10,000,000,000 annually, and 
the program was aimed at reducing 
most of this loss. 

He added “it should be clearly 
understood that the bill does not 
establish a system of health insur- 
ance or requires states to do so.” 
He added that “under no circum- 
stances” would the Federal Govern- 
ment “undertake to furnish med- 
ical care.” 

In Chicago, Dr. Morris Fishbein, 
secretary of the American Med- 
ical Association, advocated “care- 
ful consideration” of the bill by 
Congress. | 

“The public should be reminded,” 
Fishbein said, “that the President 
recommended the program to Con- 
gress for careful study, rather than 
immediate action, pointing out that 
the health of our people last year 
as shown by official statistics was

STARK GETS SUPPORT

Release of Funds Virtually A’s- 
sured—3 More Senators 
Promise Votes.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 1.— 
The release of State Funds t 
Gov. Stark for the employment 
of special auditors by his office 
was virtually assured yesterday 
when the Governor informed State 
Auditor Forrest Smith that he had 
received pledges from three addi- 
tional State Senators that they 
would vote for an appropriation to 
cover the salaries of the auditors. 
A House resolution authorizing 
the Governor to spend about $1400 
a month for special audits was 
passed by the Senate last week by 
a vote of 16 to 12, but Smith re- 
fused to release the funds on the 
ground the resolution failed to re- 
ceive a majority of the 
Senators, or 18 votes, as is re- 
quired for passage of regular ap- 

propriation measures. 

Gov. Stark, in a letter to Smith, 
declared the three additional 
pledges would bring to 19 the nun.- 
ber of Senators pledged to vote for 
the appropriation, or one more 
than the necessary majority, and 
that he felt sure that Smith would 
not “hesitate to honor requisitions 
from my office for expenditures 
under this resolution, which has 
been passed by both houses of the 
General Assembly.” 

Smith told reporters last night 
that he had not received the Gov- 
ernor’s letter, but that if three ad- 
ditional Senators had agreed to 
vote for the appropriation he would 
release the funds for _the special 
auditors immediately.

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Are the German people solidly behind Hitler and 
the excesses of his regime? This question, often 
agked, is answered in part by Edwin Muller’s re- 
markable article, reprinted today under the cartoon, 
which calls attention to spontaneous demonstrations 
of dissent and dissatisfaction within Germany: Al- 
though dread of the concentration camp must haunt 
the heart of every German, it did not prevent an 
audience from hissing a motion picture of Dr. Goeb- 
bels’ lavish estate near Berlin, nor did it restrain 
Germans, shocked at the latest pogroms, from saying 
to foreign correspondents: “It is not the German 
people who are doing this.” 

Mr. Muller’s observations are borne out by other 
reports seeping through the iron censorship. Amer- 
icans in Germany, who have been led to believe 
that Hitler is idolized by his people, are astonished 
to discover the almost complete absence of applause 
when he rides through the streets of Berlin. An 
Englishman, writing in the New Statesman an 
Nation of London, says: “The plea of so many Ger- 
man friends has been to ‘make England understand, 
please, that this is not the work of the German peo- 
ple—we are horrified at what the Nazis have done 
to our Jewish friends—we are not such barbarians.” 

These and other reports destroy tile myth, care- 
fully fostered by Berlin propagandists, that the Ger- 
mans are united behind their leader. But there re- 
mains the companion myth, likewise carefully fos- 
tered, that the democracies are intent upon crushing 
the German people. It is no wonder that "many Ger- 
mans, fed upon this falsehood, cling to Hitlerism as 
a protection against such a fate. If they knew the 
truth, the Germans who protest against Nazi excesses 
might have numerous additions to their ranks. 

What under other circumstances would be a truism 
becomes, therefore, especially worth saying, It is 
that America bears no grudge against the Germans 
as a people. We have no desire to crush them. On 
the contrary, we fervently hope the day will soon 
come when they will be freed of their bondage and 
when they will once again enjoy the blessings of lib- 
erty and the warm comradeship of other peoples. 

St. Louis knows the German people because it is 
made up in large part of men and women of German 
descent. Some of the most glorious entries in its 
annals were written by Germans. We revere the 
name of the great Carl Schurz, whose 110th birthday 
anniversary falls tomorrow. Schurz was editor of 
the Westliche Post, and joint owner with Emil Pree- 
torius. For six years he brilliantly represented Mis- 
souri in the United States Senate. 

Along with Schurz and Preetorius, the galaxy of 
German names in this city includes their companion, 
Carl Daenzer, the publisher; Louis Lange, the editor, 
member of the same circle; the erudite Dr. Eduard 
Preuss; Carl Wimar, the celebrated painter; Fred- 
erick Lehmann, former Solicitor-General of the Unit- 
ed States; Richard Barthold, able public servant; 
Adolphus Busch, founder of a great industry; 
Charles Nagel, distinguished lawyer and a member 
of President Taft's Cabinet, and many others. 

Even more pertinent, perhaps, is the fact that St. 
Louis knows the German as a kindly, thoughtful 
neighbor; a man of character and industry, with a 
flair for friendliness and gaiety and wholesome good 
living. Incidentally, the percentage of St. Louis Ger- 
mans actively interested in the Nazi movement is 
very small, And the experience of St. Louis is the 
experience with Germans elsewhere in this country. 
They are good business men, good workers, good 
farmers, good citizens—and the country has in- 
finitely benefited from the fact that they formed a 
large part of the immigration tide of the nineteenth 
century. Many came after the failure of the revolu- 
tion of .1848, to seek in this country the liberty 
denied them in the Fatherland. 

The Germans of the United States cannot be essen- 
tially different from the Germans in Germany. Hence 
it is not hard to believe that there is a revulsion in 
Germany against the excesses of Hitlerism. It is 
in the highest degree unfortunate if the Germans 
over there continue to be deluded with the false and 
malicious assertion that America, which does not like 
Hitler’s leadership, extends this dislike to the whole 
German people.

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A CENTURY-OLD CHURCH. 

The Centenary Church has stood at Pine and Six- 
teenth streets for 70 years. Its fine Gothic tower 
rises high above the press and clamor of the city, a 
proclamation of proud permanence.

The occasion, it was felt, could best be com- 
memorated by building another edifice, which by the 
very auspices and circumstances should be named 
Centenary. So it was resolved. But the first glow 
of enthusiasm paled, and would have filtered out, 
a pious futility, except for the women. Daugh- 
ters of Martha, they baked and sewed and crusaded 


and raised the money for the site at Broadway and 
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Pine, where Centenary kept open hotisé for 30 years, 
until it moved to its present home. 

Now, in 1939, another centennial year appears on 
Methodism’s calendar, which Centenary will observe 
throughout the twelvemonth. The doors swing open 
invitingly. St. Louisans will find a welcome in this 
church of their city's yesterday, today and tomorrow.

A REAL BLOW TO THE PENDERGAST GANG. 

For the first time in history, the law machinery 
of Kansas City has attacked the powerful Pendergast 
domain of corruption which for so long has been 
beyond the reach of thé courts. The indictment of 
Charles Carrolla, Kansas City’s “big. man” of gam- 
bling, is enough in itself to prove that the Jackson 
County grand jury, summoned and guided by the able 
Judge Alien C. Southern, means business in a big 
way. / et 

The indictment of this man who deals in criminal 
privilege, patronage. and votes, and who. inherited 


a from the late John Lazia the leadership of the no- 


torious North Side gang, is a heavy blow to the or- 
ganization that has plundered and polluted all of 
Kansas City and many other sections of the State. 
Added to the Carrolla indictment_are the indictments 
of two county officials and the fact that the grand 
jury has broken all records at the Courthouse by re- 
turning 93 true bills. , 

There can be no doubt now but that the forces of 
law and decency have at last breached the ramparts 
behind which the legions of corruption thought them- 
selves impregnably entrenched. And in doing so, 
they cut through the barbed wire entanglements 
spread by Non-Prosecuting Attorney Waller Wash- 
ington Graves. Terrific pressure must have been 
put on Judge Southern in attempts to prevent this 
from happening. He deserves great credit for hav- 
ing marshaled a real attack on the Pendergast 
forces; because of him they are undergoing a bom- 
bardment of grape shot instead of a sprinkling with 
birdshot. 

Prosecutor Graves was absent during the entire 
grand jury proceedings because of illness. It is just 


‘|as well that he was absent, for, as Gov. Stark so 


aptly remarked when he urged this fight on crime, 
“his continuous failure to prosecute ghastly felonies 
justifies his immediate removal from office.” Addi- 
tional proof that Graves was not doing his duty when 
he was the man directing the grand juries is af- 
forded by the great number of indictments returned 
as well as by the indictment of the well-known 
Carrolla. Ouster proceedings against Graves would 
be an appropriate supplement to the grand jury's 
fine showing. 


THE INTERESTS OF THE PEOPLE. 

In his charge to the jury in the Hines case, Judge 
Nott stated a truth which too many Judges have 
forgotten. Here are Judge Nott’s words: 

The interests of the people are just as much to 
be- regarded as the interests of this defendant. 
The interests of the people are just as important, 
and the importance of a conviction, if the de- 
fendant is guilty, needs no argument from any- 
body. 

Since a Court said it, that must be good law. 
Everybody knows it is good sense. Clearly, where 
the interests of the people are not on a parity with 
the interests of the defendant, justice cannot be done. 

If courts everywhere would follow the spirit of 
Judge Nott’s charge, the professional criminal would 
have rougher going in his bouts with the law, the 
tricky criminal lawyer’s’ lucrative practice would 
wither, the travesties of justice would no longer chill 
popular confidence in the courts—and we could al! 
proceed to forget William Howard Taft’s crushing 
judgment that “our criminal jurisprudence is a na- 
tional disgrace.” 
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VALUE OF THE STABILIZATION FUND. 

House Republicans seeking to curb the special 
emergency powers wielded by the President are not 
likely to succeed in changing the manner of opera: 
tion of the Treasury’s two-billion-dollar stabiliza- 
tion fund. For the fund has been operated with 
such non-political efficiency as to win the commen- 
dation of business men of both parties. It has been 
operated as one would expect it to be under such 
a careful official as Secretary Morgenthau. 

The four-year earnings of $10,545,988 are not par- 
ticularly impressive. Considering its vast resources, 
and its dealings in precious metals and in various 
national currencies which were being translated into 
the world-dominant American currency, the stabiliza- 
tion fund was expected to do something more than 
pay its own way. 

But the fund has proved its worth in other ways. 
In co-operation with similar funds of the British 
and French governments, it has done much in an 
extremely difficult period to prevent violent fluctua- 
tions in international exchange and has thus been 
of vital assistance in international trade. 

Interference with the stabilization fund would be 
particularly harmful at a time when the United 
States is interested in seeing that no other nations 
drop their free economies to adopt autarchy. 

Although opposing interference with the stabiliza- 
tion fund, we can see the wisdom of the proposal 
to qualify the President’s power to revalue the dollar 
in terms of gold. Concentration of extraordinary 
powers in the hands of one individual is in conflict 
with the democratic principle, and there is no reason 
why the right to set the value of the dollar—conced- 
ing that some elasticity is necessary as a defensive 
trade weapon—should not be diffused among several 
appropriate officials. ) 
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_ PLIGHT OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

Among the most regrettable aspects of the shrink- 
age in municipal revenues in recent years is the 
handicap placed upon one of the community’s most 
useful institutions, the Public Library. For while 
the library’s income has fallen sharply—more than 
$110,000, or almost 30 per cent, between 1929 and 
1938—the demand for library services has not dimin- 
ished, but has actually increased in many depart- 
ments. The American Library Association’s stand- 
ard for adequate revenue is $1 per capita of popula- 
tion; the St. Louis library’s income, by contrast, is 
58 cents. In the Boston area, on the other hand, 
31 of the 80 libraries have incomes of more than 
$1 per capita; six of them $1.75 or more. 

The St. Louis library’s income is derived from a 
tax of 4 cents on the $100 valuation, voted by the 
people in 1901, and from other sources in limited 
amounts. The continuing shrinkage of tax receipts 
now is threatening to impair the library’s invaluable 
services. The coming survey of the municipal struc- 
ture will perform an admirable function if it points 
out a means of correcting this situation.

HERE’S one story that the newspaper { there was dissatisfaction. 
correspondents don’t send from Ger- | 


many. It’s surprising how much they 
are allowed to send. Stories of violence 
against the Jews, of priests and pastors 
sent to prison without trial, are passed 
without question—because the Nazis sin- 
cerely believe that those things are right. 

But one topic is absolutely forbidden. 
Anything that suggests the disapproval of 
a part of the German people for their Nazi 
rulers, the increasing openness with which’ 
these discontented Germans say what they 
think—you can’t write about that. 

Even as to the persecution of the Jews 
after last Nov. 10, a hundred corroborated 
stories were never sent. Where the news- 
paper accounts lacked most was in report- 
ing the reaction of the German people. It 
may turn out that the most important thing 
that occurred on and after Nov. 10 was not 
what happened to the Jews but what hap- 
pened to the Germans. ‘ 

I was in Germany during the Jewish 
persecutions and their aftermath. I lived 
in big cities and in villages, in north and 
south. I talked with many Germans of all 
classes, with well-informed and trustworthy 
foreign observers, with members of the 
diplomatic corps, with representatives of 
American firms in Germany. I came away 
with the conviction that the unorganized 
but outspoken opposition to the Nazis is 


}a story that needs to be told. 


To begin with, there is economic discon- 
tent. It is true that there is no complete 
destitution in Germany. But almost nobody 
is allowed to get much above the. bare 
level of subsistence. The man who had a 
job before Hitler—and he outnumbers the 
others 3 to 1—knows that his job isn’t worth 
as much as it was before. Prices have gone 
up, pay has been cut, and it is subject to all 
kinds of new levies for the party and for 
the Government. 

Now people will endure privation if they 
know that their rulers are enduring it with 
them. The Nazi leaders have always posed 
as Spartans, despising luxury. Maybe they 
were at first, but not any more. The party 
leaders are building themselves big estates, 
buying custom-made cars, enjoying luxury. 
The people don’t like it. 

Dr. Goebbels bought a large island in a 
lake near Berlin. He made a fine estate of 
it, with hothouses and riding horses. Then 
he decided that it would help his popularity 
to show a motion picture of his home life. 

That was a mistake. A dark movie house, 
even in Berlin, is a fairly safe place to ex- 
press disapproval. One low hiss inspires 
another, quickly others join in and the 
volume grows. Presently that movie house 
sounded like steam escaping from a hun- 
dred pipes. The film was never shown again. 

The typical storm trooper of the older 


vintage has been bewildered and disap-. 


pointed. Lately there have been some ef- 
forts to benefit him. -One reason for the 
Terror of Nov. 10 was to turn over Jewish 
shops and other small businesses to deserv- 
ing storm troopers. 

I asked an official whether the German 
people would have gone to war if there had 
been no “Peace” of Munich. Yes, he thought, 
they would have marched—but puzzled and 
desperately reluctant. Even in the army

Army officers 
have protested publicly against actions of 
the Nazis. 

After the occupation of the Sudetenland, 
the Nazis made a superb propaganda film. 
It showed the meetings at Berchtesgaden 


step or two above Chamberlain. I saw 
that film once in Munich and twice in 
Berlin. The reactions of the three audi- 
ences were precisely the same. There was 
no reaction. Correspondents say that is 
typical of German audiences nowadays.

Early last fall one sensed anti-Nazi feel- 
ing, in all classes and in all parts of the 
country. Yet it was almost never expressed 
in open talk—until after Nov. 10, when the 
anti-Jewish raids began. 

Jews were arrested by the scores of thou- 
sands and crowded into concentration 
camps. Their treatment was such that 
many walked out into the forbidden zone 
and were shot down by the guards, or 
threw themselves into the charged barbed 
wire and were electrocuted. 

Meanwhile their homes were invaded. All 
over Germany, the women and children were 
turned out to spend the November night on 
park benches or in the fields. in Neu Isen- 
berg, the patients in the Home for Nurs- 
ing and Pregnant Mothers were turned out 
without warm clothing. Many Jewish men 
were called to their doors by storm troop- 
ers and shot down. 

And what did the German people think of 
it? It was the first time that most of the 
crowds in the streets had seen such things 
with their own eyes. Almost none of them 
took any part in the smashing. Some of 
them watched with approval. They were 
the sort you'd find in any country, the po- 
tential Ku-Kluxers. But most of the men 
and women in those crowds were shocked 
and stunned. Nearly every correspondent 
says that someone in the crowd would come 
up and say: “It is not the German people 
who are doing this.” 

The Nazi leaders were amazed. They took 
action. By noon of Nov. 11, one heard spe- 
cific accounts of Germans who had been 
sent to concentration camps for saying they 
were ashamed of what had happened. But 
it would have been impossible to arrest a 
tenth of those who spoke out against the 
Government. There were too many of them. 
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So the great propaganda machine was 
turned on. For weeks after Nov. 10, German 
newspapers devoted more than half their 
space to justifying the raids, to attacks on 
Jews and their supporters. Some of their 
material would be unprintable in most coun- 
tries. Radio and movies were employed. 
Anti-Jewish mass meetings were held in the 
cities—20 of them in one day in Munich 
alone, At the Munich meeting which I at- 
tended, the people sat through all the 
speeches, but only a minority applauded. 

The propaganda hasn't won—not yet. Free- 
dom of speech hasn't been crushed. There’s 
more of it since Nov. 10, and it may be cu- 
mulative. When one man boldly speaks his

THE GERMAN PEOPLE. 

Are the German people solidly behind Hitler and 
the excesses of his regime? This question, often 
asked, is answered in part by Edwin Muller's re- 
markable article, reprinted today under the cartoon, 
which calls attention to spontaneous demonstrations 
of dissent and dissatisfaction within Germany. Al- 
though dread of the concentration camp must haunt 
the heart of every German, it did not prevent an 
audience from hissing a motion picture of Dr. Goeb- 
bels’ lavish estate near Berlin, nor did it restrain 
Germans, shocked at the latest pogroms, from saying 
to foreign correspondents: “It is not the German 
people who are doing this.” 

Mr. Muller’s observations are borne out by other 
reports seeping through the iron censorship. Amer- 
icans in Germany, who have been led to believe 
that Hitler is idolized by his people, are astonished 
to discover the almost complete absence of applause 
when he rides through the streets of Berlin. An 
Englishman, writing in the New Statesman and 
Nation of London, says: “The plea of so many Ger- 
man friends has been to ‘make England understand, 
please, that this is not the work of the Germay peo- 
ple—we are horrified at what the Nazis have done 
to our Jewish friends—we are not such barbarians.” 

These and other reports destroy the myth, care- 
fully fostered by Berlin propagandists, that the Ger- 
mans are united behind their leader. But there re- 
mains the companion myth, likewise carefully fos- 
tered, that the democracies are intent upon crushing 
the German people. It is no wonder that "many Ger- 
mans, fed upon this falsehood, cling to Hitlerism as 
a protection against such a fate. If they knew the 
truth, the Germans who protest against Nazi excesses 
might have numerous additions to their ranks. 

What under other circumstances would be a truism 
becomes, therefore, especially worth saying, It is 
that America bears no grudge against the Germans 
as a people. We have no desire to crush them. On 
the contrary, we fervently hope the day will soon 
come when they will be freed of their bondage and 
when they will once again enjoy the blessings of lib- 
erty and the warm comradeship of other peoples. 

St. Louis knows the German people because it is 
made up in large part of men and women of German 
descent. Some of the most glorious entries in its 
annals were written by Germans. We revere the 
name of the great Carl Schurz, whose 110th birthday 
anniversary falls tomorrow. Schurz was editor of 
the Westliche Post, and joint owner with Emil Pree- 
torius. For six years he brilliantly represented Mis- 
souri in the United States Senate. 

Along with Schurz and Preetorius, tae galaxy of 
German names in this city includes their companion, 
Carl Daenzer, the publisher; Louis Lange, the editor, 
member of the same circle; the erudite Dr. Eduard 
Preuss; Carl Wimar, the celebrated painter; Fred- 
erick Lehmann, former Solicitor-General of the Unit- 
ecg States; Richard Barthold, able public servant; 
Adolphus Busch, founder of a great industry; 
Charles Nagel, distinguished lawyer and a member 
of President Taft’s Cabinet, and many others. 

Even more pertinent, perhaps, is the fact that St. 
Louis knows the German as a kindly, thoughtful 
neighbor; a man of character and industry, with a 
flair for friendliness and gaiety and wholesome good 
living. Incidentally, the percentage of St. Louis Ger- 
mans actively interested in the Nazi movement is

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A REAL BLOW TO THE PENDERGAST GANG. 

For the first time in history, the law machinery 
of Kansas City has attacked the powerful Pendergast

The indictment of this man who deals in criminal 
privilege, patronage. and votes, and who. inherited 
from the late John Lazia the leadership of the no- 
torious North Side gang, is a heavy blow to the or- 
ganization that has plundered and polluted all of 
Kansas City and many other sections of the State. 
Added to the Carrolla indictment are the indictments 
of two county officials and the fact that the grand 
jury has broken all records at the Courthouse by re- 
turning 93 true bills. 7 

There can be no doubt now but that the forces of 
law and decency have at last breached the ramparts 
behind which the legions of corruption thought them- 
selves impregnably entrenched. And in doing so, 
they cut through the barbed wire entanglements 
spread by Non-Prosecuting Attorney Waller Wash- 
ington Graves. Terrific pressure must have been 
put on Judge Southern in attempts to prevent this 
from happening. He deserves great credit for hav- 
ing marshalled a real attack on the Pendergast 
forces; because of him they are undergoing a bom- 
bardment of grape shot instead of a sprinkling with 
birdshot. 

Prosecutor Graves was absent during the entire 
grand jury proceedings because of illness. It is just 
as well that he was absent, for, as Gov. Stark so 
aptly remarkéd when he urged this fight on crime, 
“his continuous failure to prosecute ghastly felonies 
justifies his immediate removal from office.” Addi- 
tional proof that Graves was not doing his duty when 
he was the man directing the grand juries is af- 
forded by the great number of indictments returned 
as well as by the indictment of the well-known 
Carrolla. Ouster proceedings against Graves would 
be an appropriate supplement to the grand jury’s 
fine showing. 
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THE INTERESTS OF THE PEOPLE. 

In his charge to the jury in the Hines case, Judge 
Nott stated a truth which too many Judges have 
forgotten. Here are Judge Nott’s words: 

The interests of the people are just as much to 
be regarded as the interests of this defendant. 
The interests of the people are just as important, 
and the importance of a conviction, if the de- 
fendant is guilty, needs no argument from any- 
body. 

Since a Court said it, that must be good law. 
Everybody knows it is good sense. Clearly, where 
the interests of the people are not on a parity with 
the interests of the defendant, justice cannot be done.

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A CENTURY-OLD CHURCH. 

The Centenary Church has stood at Pine and Six- 
teenth streets for 70 years. Its fine Gothic tower 
rises high above the press and clamor of the city, a 
proclamation of proud permanence. 

A church usually follows the congregation. Cen- 
tenary has seen many churches of its own and 
other denominations join the westward residential 
trek. It has chosen to remain at its downtown post. 
The wisdom of .its choice has been vindicated in 
measurable tangibles and immeasurable intangibles. 

An outline of Centenary’s history was printed yes- 
terday in the Everyday Magazine of the Post-Dispatch. 
The story is lighted, of course, with heroism, sacri- 
fice, drama, but the most impressive item in the long 
processional is the fact that Centenary Church owes 
its being to the women of that first Methodist church 
at Fourth and Washington 100 years ago. The year, 
1839, was centennial year—the hundredth anniversary 
of the founding of the Methodist sect by the Wes- 
leys. The occasion, it was felt, could best be com- 
memorated by building another edifice, which by the 
very auspices and circumstances should be named 
Centenary. So it was resolved. But the first glow 
of enthusiasm paled, and would have filtered out, 
a pious futility, except for the women. Daugh- 
ters of Martha, they baked and sewed and crusaded 
and raised the money for the site at Broadway and

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VALUE OF THE STABILIZATION FUND. 

House Republicans seeking to curb the special 
emergency powers wielded by the President are not 
likely to succeed in changing the manner of opera: 
tion of the Treasury’s two-billion-dollar stabiliza- 
tion fund. For the fund has been operated with 
such non-political efficiency as to win the commen- 
dation of business men of both parties. It has been 
operated as one would expect it to be under such 
a careful official as Secretary Morgenthau. 

The four-year earnings of $10,545,988 are not par- 
ticularly impressive. Considering its vast resources, 
and its dealings in precious metals and in various 
national currencies which were being translated into 
the world-dominant American currency, the stabiliza- 
tion fund was expected to do something more than 
pay its own way. 

But the fund has proved its worth in other ways. 
In co-operation with similar funds of the British 
and French governments, it has done much in an 
extremely difficult period to prevent violent fluctua- 
tions in international exchange and has thus been 
of vital assistance in international trade. 

Interference with the stabilization fund would be 
particularly harmful at a time when the United 
States is interested in seeing that no other nations 
drop their free economies to adopt autarchy. 

Although” opposing interference with the stabiliza- 
tion fund, we can see the wisdom of the proposal 
to qualify the President’s power to revalue the dollar 
in terms of gold. Concentration of extraordinary 
powers in the hands of one individual is in conflict 
with the democratic principle, and there is no reason 
why the right to set the value of the dollar—conced- 
ing that some elasticity is necessary as a defensive 
trade weapon—should not be diffused among several 
appropriate officials. 
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PLIGHT OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

Among the most regrettable aspects of the shrink- 
age in municipal revenues in recent years is the 
handicap placed upon one of the community’s most 
useful institutions, the Public Library. For while 
the library’s income has fallen sharply—more than 
$110,000, or almost 40 per cent, between 1929 and 
1938—the demand for library services has not dimin- 
ished, but has actually increased in many depart- 
ments. The American Library Association’s stand- 
ard for adequate revenue is $1 per capita of popula- 
tion; the St. Louis library’s income, by contrast, is 
58 cents. In the Boston area, on the other hand, 
31 of the 80 libraries have incomes of more than 
$1 per capita; six of them $1.75 or more. 

The St. Louis library’s income is derived from a 
tax of 4 cents on the $100 valuation, voted by the 
people in 1901, and from other sources in limited 
amounts. The continuing shrinkage of tax receipts 
now is threatening to impair the library’s invaluable 
services. The coming survey of the municipal struc- 
ture will perform an admirable function if it points 
out a means of correcting this situation,

Edwin Muller, American Journalist Recently Returned from Germany, in the Com- 
mentator; Reprinted from Reader's Digest. 


HERE’S one story that the newspaper { there was dissatisfaction. 
correspondents don’t send from Ger- | 


many. It’s surprising how much they 
are allowed to send. Stories of violence 
against the Jews, of priests and pastors 
sent to prison without trial, are passed 
without question—because the Nazis sin- 
cerely believe that those things are right. 

But one topic is absolutely forbidden. 
Anything that suggests the disapproval of 
a part of the German people for their Nazi 
rulers, the increasing openness with which’ 
these discontented Germans say what they 
think—you can’t write about that. 

Even as to the persecution of the Jews 
after last Nov. 10, a hundred corroborated 
stories were never sent. Where the news- 
paper accounts lacked most was in report- 
ing the reaction of the German people. It 
may turn out that the most important thing 
that occurred on and after Nov. 10 was not 
what happened to the Jews but what hap- 
pened to the Germans. 3 

I was\ in Germany during the Jewish 
persecutions and their aftermath. I lived 
in big cities and in villages, in north and 
south. I talked with many Germans of all 
classes, with well-informed and trustworthy 
foreign observers, with members of the 
diplomatic corps, with representatives of 
American firms in Germany. I came away 
with the conviction that the tinorganized 
but outspoken opposition to the Nazis is 
a story that needs to be told. 


To begin with, there is economic discon- 
tent. It is true that there is no complete 
destitution in Germany. But almost nobody 
is allowed to get much above the. bare 
level of subsistence. The man who had a 
job before Hitler—and he outnumbers the 
others 3 to 1—knows that his job isn’t worth 
as much as it was before. Prices have gone 
up, pay has been cut, and it is subject to all 
kinds of new levies for the party and for 
the Government. 


Now people will endure privation if they | 


know that their rulers are enduring it with 
them. The Nazi leaders have always posed 
as Spartans, despising luxury. Maybe they 
were at first, but not any more. The party 
leaders are building themselves big estates, 
buying custom-made cars, enjoying luxury. 
The people don’t like it. 

Dr. Goebbels bought a large island in a 
lake near Berlin. He made a fine estate of 
it, with hothouses and riding horses. Then 
he decided that it would help his popularity 
to show a motion picture of his home life. 

That was a mistake. A dark movie house, 
even in Berlin, is a fairly safe place to ex- 
press disapproval. One low hiss inspires 
another, quickly others join in and the 
volume grows. Presently ihat movie house 
sounded like steam escaping from a hun- 
dred pipes. The film was never shown again. 

The typical storm trooper of the older 


vintage has been bewildered and disap-. 


pointed. Lately there have been some ef- 
forts to benefit him. «One reason for the 
Terror of Nov. 10 was to turn over Jewish 
shops and other small businesses to deserv- 
ing storm troopers. . 

I asked an official whether the German 
people would have gone to war if there had 
been no “Peace” of Munich. Yes, he thought,

the Nazis made a superb propaganda film. 
It showed the meetings at Berchtesgaden

I saw 
that film once in Munich and twice in 
Berlin. The reactions of the three audi- 
ences were precisely the same. There was 
no reaction. Correspondents say that is 


typical of German audiences nowadays.

Early last fall one sensed anti-Nazi feel-| 


ing, in all classes and in all parts of the 
country. Yet it was almost never expressed 
in open talk—until after Nov. 10, when the 
anti-Jewish raids began. 

Jews were arrested by the scores of thou- 
sands and crowded into concentration 
camps. Their treatment was such that 
many walked out into the forbidden zone 
and were shot down by the guards, or 
threw themselves into the charged barbed 
wire and were electrocuted. 

Meanwhile their homes were invaded. All 
over Germany, the women and children were 
turned out to spend the November night on 
park benches or in the fields. In Neu Isen- 
berg, the patients in the Home for Nurs- 
ing and Pregnant Mothers were turned out 
without warm clothing. Many Jewish men 
were called to their doors by storm troop- 
ers and shot down. 

And what did the German people think of 
it? It was the first time that most of the 
crowds in the streets had seen such things 
with their own eyes. Almost none of them 
took any part in the smashing. Some of 
them watched with approval. They were 
the sort you’d find in any country, the po- 
tential Ku-Kluxers. 
and women in those crowds were shocked 
and stunned, Nearly every correspondent 
says that someone in the crowd would come 
up and say: “It is not the German people 
who are doing this.” 

The Nazi leaders were amazed. They took 
action. By noon of Nov. 11, one heard spe- 
cific accounts of Germans who had been 
sent to concentration camps for saying they 
were ashamed of what had happened. But 
it would have been impossible to arrest a 
tenth of those who spoke out against the 
Government. There were too many of them.

Sciatica Cases 


Complete Rest Is Most Im- 
portant — Heat Applica- 
tions Relieve Pain.

HERE has been a great im- 
T provement in the treatment of 

sciatica and neuritis in the last 
few years. Very important is diag- 
nosis. I have recently seen two 
cases which were treated for over 
a year with a diagnosis of neuritis 
when the actual disease was obvi- 
ously writer’s cramp. As soon as 
the excessive writing which the pa- 
tients did was forbidden, the condi- 
tion cleared up. 
Sciatica is pain along the course 
of the sciatic nerve, which is down 
the back of the leg. Almost all sci- 
atica is secondary, either to focal 
infection or to dislocation of the 
bones in the pelvis, or pressure up- 
on the nerve somewhere in its 
course. Postural defects are pre- 
disposing factors where the muscles 
are chronically overworked. 


In treatment, the most important 
element probably is rest.- Any mo- 
tion producing pain in an inflamed 
nerve is harmful and increases dis- 
ability. Any ¢ase in which pain is 
aggravated by motion should be put 
at complete rest until the acute 
stage subsides. Many cases never 
get well until the leg is splinted. 
The fact that the leg is at rest 
need not prevent the use of other 
remedies. The hot water bag or the 
electric heating pad should be ap- 
plied in acute cases. This relieves 
pain quickly and causes an in- 
creased blood supply to the part, 
which is one of the factors in over- 
coming the inflammation and re- 
storing the nerve to normal, The 
use of the infra-red lamp or other 
forms of light is also valuable. 
Electric heat in the ferm of dia- 
thermy, which penetrates deeply 
into the part, is‘ the mo.t valuable 
of all and should be used where a 
diathermy machine is available. 
X-ray exposures are sometimes ef- 
fectual. — 

Besides these methods which 
are palliative in nature, treatment 
by injecting into the nerve a solu- 
tion either of salt, alcohol or 
quinine gives, in Many cases, very 
good results. The injection is made 
with a long hypodermic needle and 
it is posible, without making an in- 
cision, to insert the needle directly 
into the nerve. The injection of a 
solution will deaden sensibility so 
that pain is immediately relieved. 


Orthopedic surgery is also very 
valuable in certain cases of sciatica. 
The sacro-iliac articulation may be 
supported or fixation of the lower 
spine performed in various ways. 


Of the other forms of neuritis, 
some are caused by external agents, 
such as inorganic salts of metals, 
notably lead arsenic and gold, and 
also substances used for cosmetic 
effect and depilatories. 


The second-group is due to defi- 
ciencies in diet. These deficiencies 
may be caused by séme disease of 
the digestive tract which causes a 
limitation of diet, by underlying 
disease such as pernicious anemia 
or diabetes, or the vomiting of preg- 
nancy, which prevents the absorp- 
tion of antineuritic substances in 
the diet, and notably by the use of 
alcohol, 


Alcoholic neuritis has an interest- 
ing and curious history. It was long 
believed that the neuritis which 
follows the use of alcohol was due 
to the action of the drug itself on 
the nerves. It is now known, how- 
ever, that it is simply due to the 
fact that an alcoholic does not eat 
a balanced diet, In fact, he is likely 
to eat very little and to obtain his 
calories from the alcohol. It has 
been shown definitely that alcoholic 
neuritis can be prevented and cured 
by the administration of vitamin 
B, which is the substance that the 
alcoholic fails to ingest during his 
sprees.

ARCH is usually known as the 
M first month of spring. The 

vernal equinox comes between 
the - 20th and 22nd, but the sun 
crossing the equinoctial line af- 
fects the weather no more than 
does its daily crossing of the noon 
meridian. The rapidly increasing 
heat from the sun as it continues 
its swing to the north makes March 
usually a month of turbulent 
weather. The average wind velocity 
for the month is only slightly 
higher than that of April, but the 
two months together form the 


as a rule, 

On the average, the temperature 
on the first will range from a high 
of 47 degrees to a minimum of 30 
degrees; on the 15th the range 
is from 52 degrees to 35, and on 
the last day from 59 to 41 degrees. 
Although the normal monthly tem- 
perature for March is 44.1 degrees, 
it has averaged as high as 59.8 
degrees (1860) and as low as 27.5 
degrees, in 1843. This is a greater 
range in average temperature than 
that of any other month. 

The last really cold March was 
in 1932 when, from the 5th to the 
14th, occurred one of the most 
remarkable cold spells of record 
for thia month. The temperature 
remained below freezing for one 
week, and minimum temperatures 
of 9 or 10 degrees were recorded 
on three mornings. Following a 
very mild February this extremely 
cold weather had a disastrous ef- 
fect on flowers, shrubs and small 
trees. 

The average date of beginning 
of “effective temperature,” that is, 
a daily average of 43 degrees, or 
higher, which starts vegetation, is 
March 13. 

Zero temperatures have never 
been recorded in March in St. 
Louis; the lowest reading reached 
being three degrees above in 1899 
on the 7th. A reading of four de- 
grees above zero was recorded as 
late as the 19th in 1923, and the 
temperature dropped to 17 degrees 
above on the last day of March in 
that year. The highest tempera- 
ture of record for March is 92 
degrees on the 24th in 1929. In 
only one other March of record has 
the temperature reached 90 de- 
grees, that of 1907, when 90 de- 
grees occurred on the 2ist. 

The normal number of degree- 
days for March is 638, or slightly 
more than November. March, 1906, 
had the greatest number, 971, and 
March, 1910, had the least, 298. 


RECIPITATION, including rain, 
melted snow, sleet and hail, 
will normally average 3.38 
inches. Measurable precipitation 
will occur on 11 days, on the aver- 
age. The greatest monthly total 
of record for March was 9.52 
inches in 1938, and the least 
monthly amount was 0.14 inch in 
1910. Days with snow will aver- 
age 5, and normal snowfall for 
March is 3.8 inches. 
Although March ranks third in 
the year aS a snow month it has 
had some record falls of snow. 
In 1912 the total snowfall was 238.8 
inches, which is the greatest 
monthly amount in the entire rec- 
ord of weather conditions at St. 
Louis, March also holds the rec- 
ord for 24hour amount of snow- 
fall with 20.4 inches on the 30th- 
3ist in 1890. These two records 
exceed by 5 inches, in each case, 
the next greatest snowfall. Only 
seven months of March out of the 
past 54 have had no snowfall. 
March, 1920, was the windiest 
month in the entire meterological

HILE slow-growing annuals 

and most perennials will bene- 

fit by a head start of a couple 
of weeks, the first of March is still 
the most popular date for begin- 
ning that most fascinating of in- 
door gardening hobbies — raising 
your plants from seed. We may 
fool around with house plants, and 
force bulbs into bloom all winter, 
but that igs merely marking time. 
Now we can actually get going on 
our real garden, and have a flock 
of youngsters growing lustily by the 
time they may be trusted out of 
doors in May. 

The best soil mixture for starting 
the seedlings is one part soil, one 
part sand and one part leafmould, 
to be sieved through a quarter-inch 
mesh screen. Water this soil mix- 
ture thoroughly, and sterilize it for 
half an hour in what the housewife 
calls a “moderate oven,” about 225 
degrees Fahrenheit. This will kill 
off weeds and materially reduce

CHAPTER TEN. 
LTHOUGH my professional ex- 
perience has been confined to 
normal people, or people whose 

departure from the normal had 
not reached pathological or med- 
ical dimensions, it includes a con- 
siderable number of individuals 
troubled by recognized vices. How- 
ever, by far the most common vice 
among my clients is one not gener- 
ally thought of as such, namely, 
the vice of too much education 
and culture, 

The worship of formal education 
is one of the outstanding phenom- 
ena of American history. In 1889, 
the total number of students en- 
rolled in colleges throughout’ the 
country was 55,687. In 1934, it was 
975,218, or about 20 times as many. 
In 1918 one-third of all children 
in the United States received 
or part of a high school education. 
‘By 1933 the proportion had risen 
‘to one-half. In recent years the 
itrend has been toward an even 
more rapid increase in the num- 
ber of high school and college stu- 
dents. Aside from the natural 
trend, certain movements for social 
and economic reform are hastening 
this growth. A college education 
or its equivalent for every child is 
a widely heralded goal. 

The ‘purpose of this widespread 
education is to develop the indi- 
vidual and to prepare him for life. 
And yet, certain experiments made 
by. psychologists during the past 
five years prove that formal edu- 
cation above the grade school does 
little or nothing to improve person- 
ality or character. More specifical- 
ly, it has been found: 

That the people with practically 
no education have personality or 
personality traits equal to those of 
college graduates, 

That the poorer students in a 
high school or college stand as 
high in personality traits as do the 
much better students. 

That people who have the high- 
est scholastic intelligence as meas- 
ured by tests of scholastic ca- 
pacity are just as likely as 
not to be lowest in  person- 
ality traits as measured by such 
tests as Thurstone’s Personality 
Schedule, Root’s Extroversion and 
Introversion, Allport’s A-S Reaction 
Study, Bernreuter’s Personality In- 
ventory, and my own test of per- 
sonality: traits of .adolescents. 
Those who are lowest in intelli- 
gence tests are just as likely as not 
to rank highest in personality traits. 

That, although the personality of 
some students imp:oves during the 
high school or college ages, that of 
others deteriorates,so that the net 
result is zero. In other words,

studies in this field is that 
based upon the 10,000 individuals 
examined by the Adjustment Serv- 
ice. When these individuals were 
grouped in accordance with their 
education and their performance 
in tests of certain personality traits, 
it was found that college students 
were not significantly superior to 
high school students, or high school 
students to grade school pupils in 
respect to the personality traits 
measured, 


There is no body of evidence in 
the whole field of psychology that 
proves any definite growth of char- 
acter or personality as a result of 
higher education in its generally 
accepted forms, There is a growing 
body of evidence that no significant 
growth in personality is brought 
about by such education. Indeed, 
|there is some good evidence that 
‘the contrary often occurs, and 
‘that the prolongation of formal ed- 
| ucation results in a deterioration 
of personality. 

Although these findings may 
seem extremely radical, they only 
confirm what many employers, par- 
ents and even some educators have 
learned from personal experience. 
Employers no longer fall over each 
other in their haste to employ. col- 
lege graduates. Moreover, in mak- 
ing thei? selections, they are often 
more influenced by a student’s ex- 
tra-curricular activities and his 
achievements in dealing with his 
fellow students, than by his suc- 
cess with his professors. 


Speaker Cannon was reputed to 
have once said to an undergraduate 


|interviewer who asked him what he 
‘thought of a 


college education: 
“Well, I don’t think a college edu- 
cation can do much harm to a 
young man of average intelligence.” 
Such views, even though held by a 
considerable number of thinking 
people have a limited significance. 


When their truth is demonstrated 
by scientific tests, or tests ap- 
proaching scientific certainty, they 
challenge the most serious consid- 
eration. When widely enough rec- 
ognized, the long overdue revolu- 
tion in our comparatively modern 
traditions of education will quickly 
take place. Although conventional 
educators may not realize it, the 
CCC camps probably represent the 
first important stage in the revo- 
lution of education in America, 
My experience with the educa- 
tional vices of individuals is obvi- 
ously not peculiar to me, but 
symptomatic of a far-reaching state 
of affairs, The mechanisms by 
which education retards or deteri- 
orates the personality are illustrat- 
ed by the following two cases, one!
